Adolf Hitler spoke to the German nation and an anxious 
world today, repeating his recent ultimatum to Czecho­ 
slovakia, but pleading more for a surrender of Czecho­ 
slovakia than threatening immediate war. 
He stood firm 
in his demand that Sudeten-t 
land be placed immediately 
under the rule of Berlin and 
declared that October I is 
the deadline beyond which 
the patience of the German 
people will not extend.

In support of his peace plea, Mr. 
Roosevelt recalled to Hitler and 
Benes: 
3. That every civilized nation is 
a signatory to the 1928 Kellogg- 
Briand pact to ,outlaw war. 
2. That most nations are bound 
by other treaties obligating preser­ 
vation of peace. 
3. That all nations have avail­ 
able treaties of 
arbitration and 
conciliation for peaceful solution 
of disputes. 
Pact Not Invoked 
Correspondents were warned in­ 
formally to avoid interpreting the, 
Roosevelt message as an “invo­ 
cation” of the Kellogg-Briand pact. 
The informal interpretation here 
was th at it was to remind the 
m ajor nations that they still are 
obligated by that treaty and by 
others. 
The President cautiously avoided 
involvement in the Czechoslovak­ 
ian boundary dispute in drafting 
his message. He limited it strictly 
to a plea for peace and against 
war and urged merely continued 
discussion to achieve peaceful ob­ 
jectives.

Roosevelt signed it between 12:15 
and 12:30 a. rn. today.

President asserted in his cable to 
the two men whose decisions m ust 
finally determine what the out­ 
come shall be.

Gestapo speaks English, too. you 
know.” 
And it speaks French. Russian, 
Spanish, Czech and all the lan­ 
guages needed to make efficient 
the most far-flung espionage web 
the 
world 
has 
ever 
known, 
I 
learned. 
And its spidery brain is 
a youthful unpublicized Bavarian, 
with a thin “Hitler’ mustache, 
pince nez glasses, a receding chin, 
and a general mask of innocence 
th at hides one of the most fabu­ 
lous talents for cunning and ruth­ 
lessness. 
Himmler is a Nazi from the 
ground up, a die-hard. He is one 
of the hundreds of discontented 
post-war German youth, shamed 
by their World W ar defeat, who 
flocked to the swastika banners of 
the Nazi storm troop bands. 
He 
earned his spurs in street fighting 
and the unsuccessful Munich beer- 
hall revolt which almost ended H it­ 
ler’s career In 1923. 
Hitler’s Bodyguard 
Followed four years of growing 
Nazi strength and votes. The icy 
and efficient Himmler came to the 
notice of Gregor Strasser, H itler’s 
radical lieutenant who feared the 
conservative intrigues of Hermann 
Goering. 
Strasser organized the 
Schutzstaffel (SS) Guards to serve 
as H itler’s bodyguard, and made 
Himmler their chief. 
(Ironically 
it was Himmler's S.S. guards who 
killed Strasser in the purge seven 
years later.) 
Himmler sensed a career and, so 
firm ly and efficiently, he built the 
S. S. blackshirt corps into crack 
soldiers, made them swear fidelity 
to Hitler and to himself. Himmler 
made these tens of thousands so 
reliable, that it was his men who 
served as executioners in the fan­ 
tastic 1934 blood purge of 1,134 
brown shirt leaders and their al­ 
leged traitor allies. 
You do not learn the whole story 
from any one person. 
It must be 
pieced together and discreetly, you 
discover in Berlin. But Himmler’s

prestige soared after the m assa­ 
cre. And at Himmler’s suggestion, 
Hitler overruled Goering’s plea, 
and co-ordinated the Third Reich’s 
police under Himmler’s absolute 
power, 
responsible only to the 
Fuehrer. It gave the little Bavar­ 
ian some 100,000 uniformed police, 
thousands of Gestapo spies and in­ 
formers within Germany. 
I dis­ 
covered that in the outside world, 
moreover, were 2,450 agents, and 
some 20,000 informers. 
His Power 
But it is mainly by the Gestapo, 
the secret police, th at Himmler 
built up his power, his extraordi­ 
nary ability to radiate fear, when 
the mere mention of “Himmler” 
will make a person stop talking 
to you. 
I learned in Germany that the 
average Gestapo agent is no mere 
Hollywood flat-foot or blond caba­ 
ret dancer. 
He is always an in­ 
auspicious looking creature. I met 
several through arrangement. They 
w’ere store keepers, railway switch­ 
men, cooks, building janitors, or 
even itinerant pedlars. 
At least 
they gave that appearance. 
Himmler is said to have a major 
portion of a propaganda Nazi fund, 
earmarked for more than 200 mil­ 
lion gold marks. And his agents 
have helped him gather informa­ 
tion, so comprehensive, that it is 
said, the Gestapo chief even has a 
file for himself. 
With growing pow’er, Himmler, 
like his fellow Nazi leaders, began 
to assume the “grand manner”, 
the 
“kaiserliche” style, as they 
term it in Germany. His pet hate, 
Goering, successfully became ma­ 
jor, general, colonel-general 
and 
finally marshal in the Reichswehr, 
created fancy uniforms to fit his 
various growang positions, 
Himmler joined the anti-Reich- 
swehr faction of the Nazi regime, 
He began to slyly move for politi­ 
cal control of the army, a maneu­ 
ver curiously enough for which 
Himmler himself had helped purge 
Roehm and the S. A. browm shil ls 
in 1934. When last February the 
army chief led by Willy von Fritsch 
openly rebelled, it was Himmler 
who persuaded Hitler to arrest 
Fritsch and assume leadership of 
the army himself. 
Austria provided a superb ex­ 
ample of how incredibly efficient 
Himmler’s police machine of re­ 
pression could run. To Austria he 
transported 12,000 Gestapo men, 
and by means of the fabulous 
Himmler'file, 50,000 of the “most 
dangerous” Austrian Reds, Mon­ 
archists, Clericals and Jews were 
arrested wdthin 72 hours. 
It is a discreet but common 
statem ent in Berlin that Himmler’s 
police 
machine 
is 
the essential 
dynamo which 
keeps the Nazi 
regime functioning without dis­ 
cord. W ithout it the Nazi regime 
might be cast off overnight. It is 
why Heinrich Himmler, its sole 
boss, will surely but some day be 
the Fuehrer’s successor. 


PARTS, Sept. 26 — (UP) — The 
American embassy advised Amer­ 
ican tourists and American resi­ 
dents today to leave France at 
the earliest possible moment. 
American 
diplomatic 
officials 
previously had advised Americans 
to leave Czechoslovakia, but to­ 
day’s advice was the first given 
outside a country immediately in­ 
volved in the Czech crisis. 
It in­ 
dicated the seriousness of the sit­ 
uation. 
Any American diplomatic 
official may give such advice with 
specific authorization from W ash­ 
ington. 
The Americans were advised to 
arrange to return home as quickly 
as possible. 
If they were unable 
to book immediate passage, they 
w’ere advised to await an available 
boat at some towrn near the port 
they would sail from, rather than 
in Paris. 
There wras a growing shortage 
of steamship 
bookings 
for the 
United States. 
The Queen Mary 
of the Cunard-W hite star and the 
Dutch boats were all booked to 
capacity until October 15. Most 
tourists were Seeking passage on 
American boats or those of nations 
likely to be neutral. 
It was estimated that 85,000 
Americans 
were 
in 
Europe 
at 
present, 
20,000 
of 
them 
being 
tourists. 
The embassy issued this state­ 
ment: 
“In view of 
the complicated 
situation prevailing in Europe, it

said about it at the White House, aud 
it may even be denied, but the surrendei 
of 
Czechoslovakia 
under 
Anglo-French 
pressure came as a blow to President 
Roosevelt. 
He has believed privately that the 
democracies of Europe sooner or later 
must face a showdown with the over more 
avaricious encroachments of dictatorship, 
or else be swallowed in the end. 
Every 
recent surrender to Hitler and Mussolini 
has seemed to him but a postponement of 
the final reckoning. 
Perhaps partly because he was in the 
Wilson Administration when the new Re­ 
public of Czechoslovakia was born, he re­ 
garded it as one of the real democracies 
of Europe, one of the few countries spawn­ 
ed by the Versaille Treaty which had car­ 
ried out the ideals of Woodrowr Wilson. 
Also, Ambassador Kennedy had had 
various conversations with the 
British 
which at first gave the impression that 
they intended to stand by the lone state 
of Czechoslovakia. 
So when the news of the British-French 
capitulation to Hitler first was placed on 
Roosevelt’s 
desk, 
obviously 
upset, 
he 
remarked: 
“It just goes to prove that you can’t 
trust the British.”

You can jot it down in your foreign 
affairs note-book that the next important 
danger spot in Europe will be Lithuania, 
the Polish Corridor and the Baltic states.

given to Poland by the Versailles Treaty 
in order to separate East Prussia from the 
rest of Germany and provide Poland with 
a seaport, will revert to the Nazis. 
Hitler 
has worked out a deal with the Poles 
whereby they will return this territory, 
and in exchange will get Hitler’s blessing 
on the seizure of Lithuania. 
Lithuania borders Poland on the north 
and contains the important seaport of 
Memel, on which Poland long has cast 
covetous eyes. 
In addition to the outright conquest of 
Lithuania, it is likely that Poland will 
bring Latvia and Estonia under its direct 
influence. 
They will become virtual sa­ 
tellites of Warsaw. 
Hitler has other territorial ideas up 
his sleeve, but the Baltic move probably 
will be the first.

I reatment by Diet Best When Stomach is Upset 


Br LOGAN CLENDENING, M. I). 
THERE ARE three points to re­ 
member about the physiology of 
the stomach vrhen we are consider­ 
ing what kind of food to order in 
illness. One is that digestion in the 
stomach is largely a preliminary or 
preparatory process; the second is 
that the stomach secretes hydro­ 
chloric acid as a digestive fluid; and 
the third is that the stomach tends 
to right its own wrongs by emptying 
itself at the slightest provocation. 
It goes without saying that in an 
acute upset of the stomach the best 
food to give is none at ail. In the first 
place the patient heartily agrees 
with this (if he can be said to do 
anything heartily) and, most impor­ 
tant, the "stomach" upset may be 
acute appendicitis or some other re­ 
flex, in which case food by mouth is 
distinctly contra-indicated. 
The preparatory work of the stom­ 
ach consists in churning and mixing 
the food so that it is reduced to a 
mass which is easy for the intestinal 
juices to get at- But if the stomach 
appears to have difficulty in doing 
this the cook can do it just as well.

Pureed vegetables, finely minced 
meat, soups, easily digested desserts 
—such as ice cream —toast rather 
than fresh bread (w'hich gets lumpy 
when the stomach function is slow), 
and other items of the smooth diet, 
are in order. Such diets are good for 
those chronic dyspeptics who are 
long and thin, who never have much 
of an appetite, who have dropped 
stomachs, and constitutionally dis­ 
trust their digestion along with 
everything else in the universe. 
Hyperacidity applies to the con­ 
dition of having too much acid se­ 
creted by the stomach walla, It is 


very often a sign of ulcer, but may 
gccur as a nervous reflex. The symp­ 
toms are quite characteristic and 
; consist of a feeling of discomfort in 
the pit of the stomach, usually re- 
i lieved by food—it is primarily a hun­ 
ger dyspepsia—then recurring after 
food has been eaten. There is also 
j likely to be regurgitation of acid 
fluid into the mouth—sour stomach. 
These people are soda hounds. 
They swallow soda bicarbonate in- 
I cessantly and perfectly naturally, 
because soda neutralizes their acid. 
Diet will do much for them. The 
foods they need are those which 
combine with hydrochloric acid most 
; readily. The best article for them is 
j the breast of a lean broiled spring 
chicken. Every word of that pre­ 
scription is Im portant The meat 
, should be lean and broiled, so as to 
I make it as tender and soft as pos- 
, sible. The breast of a spring chicken 
should be the exactly proper sub­ 
ject for such treatment, 
j 
I have known one such dyspeptic 
who repaired to a restaurant every 
night before going to bed and ate a 
dozen raw oj'sters. They too satu­ 
rated his hydrochloric acid. 
Fried foods are likely to upset this 
type. Toast or stale bread is better 
for them than fresh. 
Anything which stimulates hy­ 
drochloric acid must be avoided— 
the three S s, sweet, sour and spiced 
foods. Pureed vegetables are in 
order. Mashed potatoes are perfect
